Columbus, (). Nov. H. C. A. 
Taylor, Alias Ciinries Lowrey, ser- 
ving a ten years, sentence for rob- 
bing a bank at Ohardon, O., aaais- 
ted by two trienda, eeceped yeeter- 
day from guard Bowman, of the 
Ohio Penitentiary, on n Cleveland 
Akron and Columbus train. 

Lowrey had been taken to Can- 
ton to taatify and was being retur- 
ned to tlie penitentiary. 

ys the train reached the out- 
akirta of Oolnmbna two man and- 
donly grappled witli tlio ^'nard, 
one of them throwing a handful 
of cayenne pepper in hia eyes. At 
the same time the prisoner, who 
was handcutfed, jumped to his feet 
and ran with his friends to the car 
door. Ona of tha latter pulled 
the bell cord and by tlio time tiie 
train stopped all three uf the men 
ire on tha platform. 
Guard Bowman, through blind- 
ad and safifering intense pain, fol- 
lowed tha man only to ba stopped 
by a revolfer thrust *into his face. 
The prisoner and 'his liberators 
jumped from the train and ran to 
the nearaet roedwey, followed by 
the guard, who filed eererel ebots 
at them.
